Washington, May 26.—(SpecialL)

bill he originally drew up. The meas- 
are as it stands is a valuable one for 
the people, but the democrats are ap- 
prehensive lest an effort be made to 
change it tn conference. What Ald- 
rich, HDikins and Foster do for it re- 
mains to be seén. 

Clay Discusses Changes. 

Senator Clay, in discussing the re- 
sult of today’s balloting, said: 

“The administration railroad bill is 
today quite a different measure from 
that originally reported from the sen- 
a&te committee on interstate com- 
merce. For instance: 

“Sections 7 and 12 have  0»been 
stricken. They refer to traffic agree- 
ments and mergers of competing 
lines. 

“Sections 18, 14, 15 and 17, referring 
to stocks and bonds and capitaliza- 
tion features, were today stricken. 

“This leaves gp. in the bill ex- 
cept the provision or &@ commerce 
court and sections providing that the 
interstate commerce commission may, 
on its own initiative, reduce rates 
when foun to be too high, and giving 
to the shipper the right to indicate 
the route over which his ong are to

It requires railroads 
to keep posted in their depots a 
schedule of rates to all points and to 
furnish these figures to shippers on 
demand. 

“These provisions are acceptable to 
democrats and insurgent republicans 
and will not be opposed.

Washington, May 26.—President 
Taft’s traveling expenses and the fact 
that already he had overdrawn his al- 
lowance of $25,000 a year voted by 
congress, led to acrimonious debate in 
the house today and a refusal! to per- 
mit him to use the next year's allow- 
ance to meet the deficiency. 

As reported from the house commit- 
tee On appropriations the item or $25.- 
000 for the fiscal year beginning July 
1 next would have become “immedi- 
ately available” except for the protests 
of democratic members. The words “im- 
mediately available” finally were 
stricken out by the action of Mr. Mann, 
of Illinois, the occupant of the chair, 
in sustaining a pnoint of order made 
by Mr. Macon, of Arkansas, a demo- 
crat. 

Western and Southern Trip. 

It was the western and southern trip 
made by Mr. Taft last fall that ex- 
hausted the white house traveling 
fund. During the debate Chairman 
Tawney, in charge of the bill, critt- 
cised southern democrats for their at- 
titude in objecting to an appropriation 
to defray the expense of a trip on 
which they had been the president's 
guests. 

Representative Hardwick, of Geor- 
gia, drew from Mr. Tawney the admis- 
sion that Secretary Carpenter had 
furnished him a list oef.names of 
democrats who Hud accepted the presi- 
dent’s hospitality. In ¢onnedétion with 
the use of such names Mr. Baftlett, of 
Georgia, charged that “the president 
has violated both the rules of hos- 
pitality and.of decent conduct.” 

The president, Mr. Tawney said, had 
made his trip through the west and 
south at the invitation of senators, 
governors of states and civic organiza- 
tions. 

Why Taft Made Trip. 


“This trip,” said Mr. Tawney, “was 
made for his own pleasure. Congress 
was in session when delegation after 
delegation from this house, from the 
senate and from the different states 
Mae him urging him to make this 
trip.” 

At that time, Mr. Tawney said, there 
was no appropriation to meet the 
traveling expenses. 

“The president informed the chair- 
man of the committee on appropria- 
tions,’ explained Mr. Tawney, “that 
personally he would rather remain at 
his summer home after adjournment 
than to make that trip and that the 
only way he would be able to make the 
trip would be through congress giving 
him an appropriation which we failed 
to make at the close of the sixtieth 
congress. Now after the president has 
accepted the invitation of members 
of this house and visited their states, 
after senators and governors: invited 
him and while on that trip he accepted 
their hospitality, they turn around and 
criticise him.” 

Firebrand on Democrats. 

This statement served as a fire- 
brand upon the democrats, several of 
whom vainly attempted to interrupt. 

Mr. Tawney said that nine demo- 
cratic governors invited the president 
to visit their states, the states be- 
ing Texas, Colorado, Indiana, Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana, Montana, South Caro- 
ina, North Carolina and Arkansas. 

“How many republican governors in- 
vited’ him?” inquired Mr. Fitzgerald, 
of New York. 

“They are not refusing to pay these 
expenses,” retorted Mr. Tawney. He

Theo. Waterman Carried His 
Deal Through, and He 
Squeezed All Who Opposed. 
Status of May and Septem- 
ber Options Not Yet Clearly 
Understood. 


Chicago, May 26.—The private set- 
tlemen of Theodore H. Waterman's 
“squeeze” in May wheat today caused 
a remarkable decline in prices. 

The unloading of 8,000,000 bushels 
of September wheat by James A. and 
George H. Patten and the announce- 
ment of thelr withdrawal from the 
brokerage firm of which they have 
been members for & generation, and 
also their retirement, at least tem- 
porarily, from business, came coinci- 
dentally. Their retirement is effective 
July 1. 

The net decline in prices ranged 
from 4% cents in September to more 
than 5 cents in°May wheat. 

Altogether the day in wheat was gne 
destined to take rank with other mo- 
mentous periods of the history of the 
Chicago Board of Trade. 

Patten Is Calm. 

James A. Patten left hie office to- 
night wearing a smile. In {his limou- 
sine he had leisure to read headlines 
estimating his losses at anywhere be- 
tween $640,000 to $1,200,000 for the 
day. 

Asked if he had anything to. say 
about the market, the epeculator 
laughed and said: ' 

“Just say I don't know anything 
about the niarkat.” ; 

Mr. Patten admitted that he came 
out second best in a contest with the 
bears. 

“Not many men could take it like 
that,” remarked an admiring junior 
partner of the firm.

$1.14. Any effort to gauge his profits, 
however, is futile. A. J. Lichstein is 
said to have been the leading short in 
this option, but chiefly as agent for a 
big elevator concern. 

Several cargoes of actual wheat were 
delivered to Waterman during the last 
ten days in an endeavor to break the 
market. The latter bent, but it did 
not break. That a settlement had been 
effected became known today when a 
cargo of No. 1 northern wheat, con- 
signed to Chicago for delivery to 
Waterman, had been diverted to 
Buffalo. 

The extreme declines today were 5% 
cents In May and 6 cents in September. 
The close, May at $1.05 to $1.05% and 
September at 98 cents, was within a 
small fraction of the bottom.

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POSTAL BANK BILL 
STRIKES BIC SHAG 


G. O. P. Caucus Is Split 
On the Measure. 


Washington, May 26.—The republican 
house caucus on the postal savings 
bank bill struck the expected snag to- 
night when it reached section 9 of 
the Gardner bill, having to do with 
the disposition of the deposits of pos- 
tal savings, and after three hours’ de- 
liberation, adjourned until tomorrow 
night. 

The Gardner bill, on which the cau- 
cus was working, would permit 47% 
per cent of the deposits to be with- 
drawn by the board of trustees and 


invested in government bonds or other | 


securities; 5 per cent additional to 
be used ag a reserve, and requires the 
remaining 47% per cent to be kept 
in the local banks in the city where 
the postal deposits were received. 

When this section was reached to- 
night, 
ments offered by members representing 
various sections of the country, 
all seeking to increase the amount of 
deposits which, 
remain in the local banks. 

There was practically no change in 
the bill up to the ninth section. Rep- 
resentative Snapp, of Illinois, wanted 
to increase the limit which an _ in- 
dividual might deposit in any one 
month from $100 to $500, but this was 
supported only by about fifteen mem- 
bers, and was declared lost. An amend- 
ment offered by Representative Kus- 
terman, of Wisconsin, provided that 
no interest should be paid on deposits 
remaining uncalied for after five years, 
but this also was rejected. 

When the proposition of limiting the 
total of individual deposits to $500 was 
reached, a number of amendments of- 
fered by Representative Madden, of 
fllinois, proposing to increase. this 
amount to varying amounts up to 
$1,000, but all were defeated by de- 
cisive votes. 

The caucus upheld the provision in 
the bill fixing the rate of interest to 
be paid to depositors at 2 per cent, 
and permitting the withdrawal of de- 
posits under regulations to be pre- 
scribed by the board of trustees. 

The second night’s caucus was not 
So weli attended as the first night, 
there being less than ninety members 
present out of the total republican 
membership in the house of 217.

nitarian Ministers, and Epis- 

esting Figures F the Cen- 
sus Bureau. 


Washington, May 26.—(Special.)—~ 
The average annual salary of’/a min- 
ister of the gospel in the United States 
ts $663. On this amount the average 
head of a Christian flock must feed 
and clothe himself and family-——he be- 
ing usually provided with a home—and 
educate his children. 

The statistics compiled by the Bu- 
reau of The Census and set forth in 
the bulletin on the Census of Religious 
Bodies of the United States for 1906, 
show that the highest average salaries 
to preachers are paid by the Unitarians, 
the amount being $1,653. Next in order 
comes the Protestant Episcopal, with 
$1,242. The Jewish congregations pay 
an average of $1,222, and the Presby- 
terians $1,177. The Universalists pay 
$1,238. 

How Figures Were Obtained. 

The figures contained in this bulle- 
tin were obtained partly by corre- 
spondence and partly dy special agents. 
It is stated by William C. Hunt, under 
whose supervision the bulletin was 
prepared, that the results are not en- 
tirecly satisfactory, owing to the fail- 
ure of some ministers to report their 
salary, and of others to report with 
sufficient clearness. 

Of the grand total of 186 denomina- 
tions in continental United States, the 
report states that 15 have no regular 
ministry and 69 either pay no stated 
salaries or made returns which were 
not sufficiently complete to warrant 
tabulation.

to the average salaries paid to min- 
isters. The figures in the tables are 
for continental United States, for each 
of the four principal classes of citles— 
that is, those having a population in 
1900 of 25,000 to 50,000, of 50,000 to 
100,000, of 100,000 to 200,000, and of 
300,000 and over, and for the area out- 
side of them. wm 

Untitarians Show Highest Average. 


Among the denominations showing 
an average salary considerably lower 
than the general average for. the 
United States are the Advent Christian 
church; all the Baptist bodies except 
the Northern Baptist Convention; the 
Christian Union; the Christians (Chris- 
tian connection); the Church of Christ, 
Scientist; the General Eldership of the 
Churches of God in North America; the 
Society of Friends (Orthodox); the col- 
ored Methodist bodies; the Methodist 
Protestant, Wesleyan Methodist, and 
Free Methodist churches; the Salvation 
Army, and the Volunteers of America. 
In the case of most of these last named 
bodies as shown by the report, many 
of the organizations reporting are out- 
side of the principal cities, and many 
of them are doubtless in rural regions, 
and this fact accounts largely for the 
comparatively low average galary. 

Science Readers Get ‘Low Pay. 


The low average shown for the 
Church of Christ, Scientist, is said to 
be due to the fact that most of those 
who serve as ministers, or readers, are 
persons having other vocations and 
not dependent on the salaries paid by 
the churches. In the case of the Sal- 
vation Army and the Volunteers of 
America the allowance made for the 
officers serving at the various posts 
is usually based upon their probable 
expenses, and is practically limited to 
these expenses. 

The average salary shown for the 
large cities is considerably higher, as 
a rule, than the generdl average for 
the denomination, while for the area 
outside of the principal cities it is 
usually somewhat less. Moreover, the 
average salary generally corresponds 
to. the grade of the cities. For all de- 
nominations together it ranges irom 
$1,223 for cities of the first class to 
$1,110 for those of the second class: 
$1,063 for those of the third class: $972 
for those of the fourth class, and $573 
for the area outside of the prirfcipal 
cities. 

In individual 
ditions vary. 

In the Northern Baptist Convention 
the average for cities of the first class 
is $1,580; of the second class. $1,420: of 
the third class, $1,381: of the fourth 
class, $1,248, and of the area outside of 
the principal cities, $683. The figures 
for the Disciples of Christ show a reg- 
ular gradation from $1,326 per minis- 
ter for cities of the first class to $1,250 
for those of the fourth class: for ‘the 
Methodist Episcopal church, from $1,422 
for cities of the first class to $1,187 for 
those of the fourth class: and for the 
Presbyterian church in the United 
States of America, from $2,169 for 
those of the first class to $1,524 for 
those of the fourth class. 


The Southern Baptisis. 


the Southern Baptist Convention. 
the average salary ranges from $1,793 
for cities of the first class to $1.35 
for those of the fourth class, and 
among the Congregationalists, from 
$1,938 for cities of the first class to 
$1,512 for those of the fourth class: but 
in the case of both these denominations 
the average for cities of the third class 
is a little larger than for those of the 
second class. 

Among the Lutheran bodies there is 
considerable difference; some, as the 
General Council, show a regular grada- 
tion; others, as the United Norwegian, 
show larger averages for cities of the 
third and fourth classes. 

Unsalaried Ministry in Churches. 

The lower average salary shown by 
some denominations for a higher class 
of cities than for a lower is in most 
cases due to the existence in the high- 
er class of cities of an unusually large 
number of weak or mission churches. 
For example, in the case of the South. 
ern Baptist Convention. which shows 
an average salary per minister of 
$1,505 for cities of the third class and 
only $1,490 for cities of the second 
class, the churches in the third class 
have an average membership of 472. 
and in the second class of only 362. in-

tuday a letter regarding the Owen bill 
providing a department of health with 
a cabinet officer. The letter, which 
follows, is said to have been sent to 
physicians throughout the country by 


the legislative committee of the Amer- 
ican Medical Associaion:

“Committee on medical legislation, 
Charles A. L. Reed, chairman, Cincin- 
nati; Charles F. Bacon, Chicago; George 
W. Gay, Boston; Secretary Frederick 
R, Green, Chicago.. Address all corre- 
spondence to the bureau of medical 
legislation care of the American Med- 
ical Association. 

“Dear Doctor: A proposition to es- 
tablish a department of health with a 
secretary in the cabinet of the presi- 
dent is now pending in congress (Ow- 
en bill, S. 6049). The congressional 
elections are to occur within a few 
months. It is, therefore, of the hizh- 
est importAnce, if justified by public 
sentiment in your county, that you at 
once take the necessary steps (1) to 
secure as delegates from your county 
to your congresstional nominating con- 
ventions of al] parties, men who are in 
favor of establishing a national de- 
partment of health with a gecretary in 
the cabinet and through them to secure 
the adoption of a plank in their re- 
spective platforms in favor of such a 
measure: (2) to secure if possible, 
a definite promise from each candidate 
for congress to support such a meas- 
ure, if elected. In the absence of such 
promise to secure either an expression 
of the attitude of the candidate 
on the question or his’ refusal 
to make such an expression. The 
position of all candidates, whatever it 
nay be, shoulg be made known to the 
electors before the nominations are 
made: (3) to secure the adoption of 
a plank in faver of a department of 
public health in the platform of each 
political convention, whether county, 
district or state. 

“You are urgently requested to take 
up this question at once with all can- 
didates, especially with present mem- 
bers of congress who are candidates 
for reelection, and to keep this office 
informed of everything that you do in 
this connection. 

“The prospect for advanced nation- 
al health legislation was never s0 
oromising as now, and definite results 
will be realized if we stand insistently 
as the protectors of the people on this 
great question.

NOW WATCH MARIETTA STREET GROW. 


Agreeing with the urgent contentions of Councilmam Winn and 
Marietta street business men, the finance committee of council has 
taken the first step toward assuring the complete repaving of Ma- 
rietta street by restoring to the June apportionment sheet the $13,000 
deflected in January. 

A contract for the paving of the street with wood blocks from 
the heart of the city to Foundry street is now nearing fulfillment. 

Council will, of course, ratify the recommendation of the finance 
committee, strongly backed by Mayor Maddox, and the money will 
be forthcoming to complete the paving from Foundry street to North 
avenue, at which point the county will take up the work. 

Provision was made for the Foaindry street to North avenue 
link in the January apportionments, but council diverted the sum to 
other urgent purposes, realizing that the stretch from the heart of 
the city to Foundry would not be completed until June, leaving 
time to provide for the continuance of the paving without inter- 
mission. 

The execution of this plan seems to be a foregone conclusion, 
since no valid reason offers why council should not be guided by 
the recommendations of its finance committee, hahded down now

The authorities of San Francisco have ignored the petition of 
the ministers of that city to prohibit the Jeffries-Johnson prize fight, 
and preparations go gaily on for a slashing match between two men, 
one of them a negro, whose sole claim to fame is ability to endure 
punishment for an indefinite number of rounds before being knocked 
into unconsciousness. 

We are making a good many boasts about the progress of civil- 
ization and the onward march of refinement and Christianity. 

Yet these revered influences in one of the largest cities of the 
country are not sufficiently potent to put a damper on professional 
thuggery, disguised under such ludicrous aliases as “boxing con;

WHEN THE BOLL-WEEVIL REIGNS. 


The cotton crop of the south is facing a foe beside which depre- 
dations of market manipulators are child’s play. Dr. W. D. Hunter, 
entomologist of the United States department of agriculture, told 
the cotton-seed crushers at Little Rock recently that within fifteen 
years this pest would have invaded every cranny of the cotton belt. 

That means that unti] the farmers have accommodated their 
methods to the methods of the weevil; the crop will be impaired 
anywhere from I0 ta 40 per cent. 

State entomologist for Georgia, E. L. Worsham, has estimated 
that at its present rate of progress the weevil will make its debut 
in this state within three years. tere: 

It is possible that its encroachment will be earlier, if there is a 
gap in the quarantine or even a temporary laxity of restrictions. 

_ It is to be doubted if the farmers of Georgia are properly roused 
to the seriousness of a menace so slightly removed. For so many’ 
vears they have been accustomed to making normal crops with the 
casual intervention of only the ordinary insect foes that it is diffi- 
cult for them to mentally visualize a condition that will revolutionize 
the conditions. now controlling the production of cotton. 

Thus far the concensus of scientific opinion agrees that cultural 
methods offer the most hopeful manner of combating this predatory ; 
insect.

JUDGE EMORY SPEER 
ADDRESSES BANKERS 


Indian Springs, Ga, May 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—With the largest number of 
delegates and visitors ever present at

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CAMBRIDGE DEGREE 
GIVEN ROUSEVELT 


Cambridge, England, May 26.—Mr. 
Roosevelt came here today to receive 
the honorary degree of doctor of laws 
from Cambridge university. The re- 
eeption given him by the faculty, stu- 
dents and townspeople was notable.
